When people asked "what shall we do?" 


38. Then Peter said unto them, “Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. ** For the promise is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call. *°And with many other words did he testify 
and exhort, saying, Save yourselves from this untoward* 
generation.” 
Acts 2:38-40 * crooked/perverse 


Note: Baptism represents our spiritual union into the faith of 
Jesus Christ - not membership to a human organisation.

Quotations from the Holy Bible 


Romans 3:19-20 
‘8. Now we know that what things soever the law saith, it 
saith to them who are under the law: that every mouth may 
be stopped, and all the world may become guilty before 
God. 
°°. Therefore by the deeds of the law there shall no flesh be 
justified in his sight: for by the law is the knowledge of sin. 


Galatians 3:22-24 
2. But the scripture hath concluded all under sin, that the 
promise by faith of Jesus Christ might be given to them that 
believe. 
°3. But before faith came, we were kept under the law, shut 
up unto the faith which should afterwards be revealed. 
*4. Wherefore the law was our schoolmaster to bring us unto 
Christ, that we might be justified by faith. 


Romans 3:21-23 
2". But now the righteousness of God without the law is 
manifested, being witnessed by the law and the prophets; 
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2. Even the righteousness of God which is by faith of Jesus 
Christ unto all and upon all them that believe: for there is no 
difference: 

°3. For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of God; 


Romans 5:20-21 
°°. Moreover the law entered, that the offence might abound. 
But where sin abounded, grace did much more abound: 
21. That as sin hath reigned unto death, even so might grace 
reign through righteousness unto eternal life by Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 


Romans 5:1-2 
' Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: 
2 By whom also we have access by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand, and rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 


Jesus said: 

"Verily, verily, | say unto you, He that heareth My word, and 
believeth on Him that sent me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemnation; but is passed from death 
unto life”. John 5:24

This means that those who turn from wilful 
independence of God and call upon Him, genuinely 
grieved by their errors (sins), and who put their faith 
and loyalty in Jesus Christ alone, are then Justified 
and are given a new nature (a spiritual rebirth).
